to replace our cars, one of 
which will soon be obsolete.” 

“And,” he added, ‘‘we're just 
not making that much money.” 

“To make ends meet, some 
members of the firm current¬ 
ly are working without salary,” 
he said. 

Lacy said the firm has sold 
between $1500 and $2000 worth 
of the subscriptions, but is 
afraid to utilize the funds at 
this point ‘‘because if we arj 
forced to go out of business 
we’d have to return the money 
to the purchasers.” 

In order to allow the firm 
to provide ambulance service 
in Morgan without resorting 
to aid from the county govern¬ 
ment, Lacy urges citizens to 
consider purchasing a family 
ambulace service subscription 
plan. 

Under Kentucky law county 
governments are authorized to 
set aside general fuhd money 
to subsidize needed ambulance 
service. Kentucky sta,tute s also 
provide for the imposition by 
fiscal courts of a county am¬ 
bulance 'service tax, if the 
need arises. 

The ambulance firm current¬ 
ly is averaging 38 ambulance 
calls pier month. 


is unable to provide us with 
some sort of financial aid, 
we’ll just have to call it quits. 
We don’t want to, but won't 
be able to make it,” he said. 

“The only other conceivable 
way for us to remain in ope¬ 
ration.” he added, “would be 
to raise our regular ambu¬ 
lance rates considerably high¬ 
er thdn they now a,re.” 

The family subscription plans 
are being sold by the ambu¬ 
lance firm for $30 each. The 
subscriptions plan enables 
holders to obtain ambulance 
service for themselves and 
members of their families at 
reduced rates and provides 
free emergency ambulance 
service for each family mem¬ 
ber. 

Lacy said that due to federal 
regulations governing the ope¬ 
ration of ambulance business¬ 
es. two trained mob must be 
on duty 24 hours a day. Lacy 
saiid the firm maintains three 
ambulances which must be 
covered by around $2,000 worth 
of insurance. 

‘‘AH of which means,” he 
said, ,‘that we must have a 
minimum income of .$30,000 an¬ 
nually just to make ends meet, 
and this wouldn’t p>ermit us

Dan Lacy, manager of Mor¬ 
gan Ambulance Service, this 
week announced that the firm 
has decided to continue ambu¬ 
lance service in Morgan Coun¬ 
ty through Feb. 28. 

"After that date,” he said,

A 75-year-old widow, Mrs 
Rissie Steele Day, a semi-invalid 
who lived alone on the Day Hill 
about a mile and a half east 
of West Liberty, died Monday 
of extensive head and back in¬ 
juries after she was beaten by 
two thugs who entered her 
home Sunday afternoon in 
search of money. 

Mrs. Day, widow of the late 
Ollie Day, was found bound, 
beaten, and near death in her 
blood-spattered home Sunday a- 
round 3:30 p.m. She had been 
severely beaten by two men 
who she said beat her with their 
fists and with her metal hand 
crutch in an attempt to make 
her reveal the location of mon¬ 
ey they thought she had hid¬ 
den in the house. 

Money Taken 

Missing from the house when 
authorities arrived was around 
$6.00 taken from a dish in a 
bedroom cabinet. 

Mrs. Day was discovered with 
wrists bound, on the screened- 
in porch after a hiker on near¬ 
by US-460 heard her calls for

from her.” According to Mrs. 
Wallen, Cassity then said, 
“She’s in a bad shape, I’d bet¬ 
ter go back and help her,” and 
ran back to the Day home.

The pair, arrested at the 
home of Perkins’ father near 
Fomp were charged with arm¬ 
ed robbery, assault and battery 
with intent to kill, and, attempt 
cd rape. Following Mrs. Day’s 
death Monday, they were charg¬ 
ed with murder. 

Perkins, a parolee from the 
State Reformatory at LaGrangc, 
has been lodged in the Clark 
County Jail at Winchester with¬ 
out bond. Hibbens was placed 
in the Morgan County Jail at 
West Liberty, also without bond. 
No hearing date had been set 
when this paper went to press.

Official notice of the forth¬ 
coming sale of Morgan County’s 
5425,000 voted bonds is pub¬ 
lished elsewhere in this issue 
of the Courier. Proceeds of the 
sale will be used as the county’s 
local share of constructing and 
equipping an area hospital at 
West Liberty. 

The bonds were authorized by 
a vote of the people at the 
November 1968 election. They 
will be 20-year bonds and are 
tc earn no more than 6% in¬ 
terest and will be tax free. 

Bids on the bonds will be 
received until 1 p.m. Feb. 1 
by the County Clerk in West 
Liberty. 

They will be issued in de¬ 
nominations of $1,000 or $5,000, 
as designated by the purchaser, 
and will mature on Jan. 1 from 
1972 through 1991. However, 
bonds maturing after 1982 may 
be redeemed by the county af¬ 
ter Jan. 1, 1981. 

Contract for constructing the 
area hospital already has been 
let to Frederick & May Constru¬ 
ction Co. of West Liberty on 
its bid of $1,344,000, and ground¬ 
breaking took place late last 
month at the site on Wells Hill 
opposite the business section of 
West Liberty. 

Remainder of the construc¬ 
tion cost was obtained in grants 
from two federal agencies — 
$596,667 from the Hill-Burton 
Fund, and $464,000 from the 
Appalachian Regional Commis¬ 
sion, and from local cash con¬ 
tributions.

“blood all over the place.” Mrs. i 
Day, he said, was in control of I 
her faculties when he and his 
wife arrived. 

He left his wife and Cassity i 
to care for Mrs. Day and re¬ 
turned to West Liberty, where 
he first notified Dr. M. L. Pey- j 
ton, who went immediately to 
the scene. Dr. Gullett then no¬ 
tified West Liberty Police and 
called an ambulance before re 
turning to the Day home. 

West Liberty Police notified 
State Police Headquaters at 
Morehead, which dispatched 
Trooper Kenneth Burton to the 
scene. Trooper Burton then no¬ 
tified Detective Hensley, who 
commenced the investigation af 
ter questioning Mrs. Day. 

“We couldn't Have Told 
Who She was For The Blood" 

The Wallens, who had driven 
their car around the two miles 
of road to the Day home, ar¬ 
rived shortly thereafter. Mrs. 
Wallen, who helped wash the 
blood from the injured woman, 
talked with her briefly. “We 
couldn’t have told who she was 
for the blood,” Mrs. Wallen 
said, “except for her shoes 
which weren’t bloody. Blood, 
was still pouring from her. Her 
hair was dripping with blood— 
you couldn’t tell what color it 
was.” 

Mrs. Wallen said the thugs 
had bound Mrs. Day with sea- 
grass string and “where she 
was tied, there were deep ridg¬ 
es cut in her arms, deep en¬ 
ough to lay your fingers in.” 
The beating by the thugs had 
broken Mrs. Day’s false teeth, 
part of which were still in her 
mouth, and she was vomiting 
blood, Mrs. Wallen said. 

House Covered With Blood 

Mrs. Wallen said there was 
blood in every room except the 
dining room, and the rugs in 
the bedroom had been pulled 
back, apparently in the thugs’ 
search for money. 

Mrs. Wallen surmised tin¬ 
men were aware that Mrs. Day 
had recently received her to¬ 
bacco crop check and thought 
that she had cashed it and had 
the money hidden in the house. 

Hensley said the two men 
were strangers to Mrs. Day, but 
that she was able to give a 
description of both before Dr. 
Peyton determined that her 
blood pressure was dangerously 
low and ordered her removed 
to the Lexington hospital. 

It was later discovered that

Shortly after Mrs. Day had 
finished her mid-day meal — 
authorities estimate the time at 
about 2:30 p.m. — two men, 
who apparently had walked or 
hitchhiked into the area, knock¬ 
ed on the door of Mrs. Day’s 
screened-in porch. She said 
when she answered, they told 
her their car had broken down 
and asked to use her telephone. 

Hensley did not know whet¬ 
her Mrs. Day admitted the men 
or whether they forced their 
way in. But immediately upon 
entering the porch, Mrs. Day 
said they began to beat her 
with their fists and to demand 
the whereabouts of her money. 

Pools of blood on the floor, 
blood-spattered walls, and 
bloody furniture and rugs indi 
cate the men battered Mrs. Day 
into the kitchen, then into an 
adjoining bedroom, and then 
back and forth from room to 
room in their search for the 
money. She was beaten repcat- 
cdlv about the face and head 
1 alternately with fists and with 
1 her own metal hand crutch. 
Mrs. Day, an arthritic, also told 
Hensley and relatives that the 
men attempted to rape her. 

Phone Torn From Wall 

According to Detective Hens¬ 
ley, Mrs. Day estimated the men 
remained in the house for at 
least 30 minutes, and after ran¬ 
sacking the rooms in search of

Initially discovered long agi 
on a steep Menifee County 
hillside. Fescue 31 will grow 
almost anywhere, crowding out 
weeds, inhibiting erosion and 
preventing gully formation. 

But is has its drawbacks, 
becoming less than palatable 
and nutritious for livestock in 
the hot summertime. And, if 
mowed at tobacco-setting time, 
it grows too coarse for good 
hay.
